{ would observe, I was present at the sale of Mr. Harris's Norman Horses at Moores- 
own, where several colts, crosses between Diligence and mares of the country, as di- 
versitied as can well be imagined, were exhibited, and some of them offered for sale ; but 
if there be any dependance upon public opinion, the tune has past, for the desire of 
crossing with the Norman breed, to form the Carriage-horse of value. Here were expos- 
ed to sale, all the Norman stock of Mr. Harris ; the full bloods, as well us many colts 
fiow the most judicious crosses to appearance, headed by that remarkable animal Dit 
GENCE, in all bia glory 5 in fact, he never was in brighter feather and vet, there was 
not a bid, that approached by one half, the value of any animal on the ground ; while 
for the imported stock of stallions aud mares, not an offer could be obtained. It is true, 
a four years old stud horse, pure breed, and from the finest of the imported mares, was 
sold for $150, but that was judged to be less than one half his value, and about his cost 
for raising ; while, not more than three or four animals obtained a sale at any price. 
‘Then it appears, that to cross the heavy -rumped, hairy-legged Norman horse upon the 
neat mares of the country, for the purpose of creating a breed of valuable carriage horses 
Was injudicious, and has proved a fuilure ; especially in the color of the progeny, which, 
I belteve, invariably exhibit: grey hairs ‘n some parts of the body, especially in the tail. 
This proves the distinct race of the Norman horse, and the stamina of Din1GEeNncr— 
perhaps the surest foal-getter in the union——in particular ; for, let the mare be of what 
color she may, he will stamp the colt with his own image. Nota word is here said in 
disparagement of the Norman breed of horses, sach as they are ; and if the cross had 
been confined to the large, heavy, grey, cart-niares, that may be found in this and almost 
every other part of the country, no doubt the best results would have beea secured, in a 
race of wagon-horses of great strength and vilae 5 while, from neat and small mares, 
whether black, bay, chestnut or sorrel, what otherwise could have been expected, when 
we reason soberly ? 

The subject is important, and I may be induced to turn to it again at a more convenient 
season : at present, the turning down my out stubbles claims my first attention.

From thus being the most re- 
munerating of crops, owing to the limited 
extent of land ov which it can be grown, it 
would gradually hecome less 20, while the 
supply of the other corns which are less re- 
manerating, owing to the facility with 
which they can be growa on moist land, 
would be shorten d, and the price of course 
enhanced; and when that pomt was reach- 
ed, at which the protits were equally hal- 
anced, the farther application of the princi- 
ple would be arresied.
